2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 1-15 is the inclusion of the limitations of a remover 
solution receptacle built in the remover body so that the outlet of the remover solution 
receptacle is directed to the opening of the remover body and a head engaged with the 
opening of the remover body to open and close the remover solution receptacle. For 
example, Carson, Jr. et al. (US 4,1 12,536) discloses: a remover body with an opening; 
a fabric wound within the remover body so that it is exposes through the opening; and a 
remover solution receptacle built in the remover body. However, Carson, Jr. et al. does 
not disclose that the remover solution receptacle is built in the remover body so that the 
outlet of the remover solution receptacle is directed to the opening of the remover body 
and does not disclose a head engaged with the opening of the remover body to open 
and close the remover solution receptacle.
